tion. Threats were made to those who
refuged to disclose anything., Some
cowards among us, especiially those of
non-Russian stock, gave away lmpog-
tant fucts, As the test was procecding
our artillery on the other side opened
up & violent bombardment of the Ger
man defenses. It was evident thoat the
German comander did not have many
reserves, us he made frantle pppeals hy
wire for support. It required quite n
force to keep us under guard and even
o larger force to take u= to the rear,
As the enemy momentarily expected a
Russian attack, he decided not to send
us away bofore help arrived.

The Russian fire was growing hotter
every minute., Bome* of our shells
wounded not only enemy soldlers but
several of the captives, Noon had
arrived, but the Cermans wers too
nervous to eat their lunch, The ex:
pected reserves were not fortheoming,
and there was every sign of a flerce
counterdittack by our troopa.

We fortified the newly won positions

and prepared for another attack at the

foe. Two duys later we recelved the

slgnal to advance, Dut again our

artillery hag failed to cut the Germin

wire defenses, After pushing  on

against the withering fire and in-

curring heavy losses, we were com

pelled to retreat, leaving many of our

comrniles wounded and dying on the

fleld of Lattle.

Our commander improvised a ullﬂf|
party by culling for twenty voluhteers |
I responded among the Nirst, Provided
with twenty red crosses, whichh we
prominently displayed, and leaviong |
our riftes In the trenches, we went
out in the open dayllight to rescue the
wolnded, [ was allowed to proe
by the Germans almost to their barbed |
wire., Then, as [ leaned over A
wounded man whose leg was split 1
heard the olfek of a trigger and im
mediately flattensd myself ngxinst the
ground, Five bullets whistled over me,
one after another most of which
landed in the woundsd soldier, killing
him outright., [ continued to lie mo-
tlonlers, and the German sniper Was
sutisfied that he had killed
me a8 well, I remained In this posi-
tion till night, when 1 crawled back tnl
our trenches. *

Of the twenty Red Cross volunteers
only five returned alive.

The following day nn order of
thanks was lssued by the commander
to all those soldiers who had been cap-
tured three days previous and took
the Initlutive to save themselves by
fighting their captors, My name ap-
peared first on the list. Those of us
who had refused to glve any Informa.
tlon to the gnemy were prafsed in the
order, One soldler, who had revealed
to the Germans many vital things,
was exeouted, [ was recommended
for n oross of the second degree, but,
belng & woman, I recelved only =
medal of the third degree,

We met the year 1917 while resting
three versts In the rear. There was
much fun-making and merriment in
the reserve billets. Although the dis. |
eipline was na strict as ever, the rela- |
tions botween the ofMicers and men had |
undergone, in the three and a half |
vears of the war, a complete |l‘¢m~;‘|'
formation.

The older officern, tralned In prowar
conditions, were now gone, having died
in battle or hren disabled. The new
junlor oMeers, all young men taken |
from clvil Jife, many of them former |
students and school teachers, were 1ib-
eral in thelr views and very human
in thely tresiment, They mixed frecly
with the men in the ranks and allowed |
us more liberty than we had ever en-
joyed. At the New Year festival we
all danced together. These new rela-
tions were not entirely due to the new
